SHERMAN WINS, 


The Indorsement Resolution 
Adopted by the To- 


ledo Convention. 


Gov. Foraker, Present Incum- 
bent, Renominated Without 
Any Opposition. 


The Usual Arraignment of the Democratic 
Party in the Platform—A Protective 
Tariff, Restriction of Pauper Immigration 
and Pensions for Soldiers Demanded— 
The Foraker Administration Indorsed— 
Capt. Lyons Nominated for Lieutenant- 
Governor and Judges Spear and Dick- 
man for the Supreme Bench—Sherman’s 
Speech. 


TOLEDO, O., July 28.—The Republican State 
Oonvention was called to order at 10 o’clock 
by Temporary Chairman Ryan. The Commit- 
tee on Credentials and Rules reported, which 
was adopted, and ex-Gov. Charles Foster, 
Chairman ofthe Committee on Resolutions, 


read the platform, which was as follows: 
THE PLATFORM. 

The Republican party in convention assem- 
blea submits to the 5 of Ohio the follow- 
ing declaration of its principles: 

PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 
1. We are in favor of a protective tariff to 
secure to American citizens the privilege of 
supplying every article which can be pro- 
duced as well in the United States as in 
other countries and sufficiently to supply 
American wants. Such a tariff makes a de- 
mand for and gives employment to the labor 
of American citizens, and thereby aids in se- 
curing just compensation for labor. We de- 
nounce the Ohio Democratic platform of a 
tariff for revenue only, and which demands 
an indiscriminate reduction in all duties on 
imported articles, the effect of which would 
be to encourage importations, thus giving 
American patronage to foreign producers and 
foreign labor rather than to our own. 

FOREIGN IMMIGRATION. 

2. While we adhere to the public policy 
under which our country has received from 
Europe great bodies of honest, industrious 
citizens, who have added to the wealth, prog- 
ress and power of our country, and while we 
welcome to our shores the well disposed and 
industrious immigrant, who contributes by 
his energy and intelligence to the 
cause of free government, we view 
with alarm unrestricted immigration 
from r lands as dangerous to 
the peace an 2 order of the country and 
the integrity and character of its or pe 
We urge Congress to pass such laws and estab- 
lish such regulations as shall protect us from 
the inroad of the anarchist, the communist, 
the polygamist, fugitive from justice, the in- 
sane, the dependent paupers, the vicious and 
criminal classes, contract labor in every form, 
under any name or guise, and all others, who 
seek our shores, not to become a part of 
our civilization and citizenship, who ac- 
knowledge no allegiance to our laws, no sym- 
pathy with our aims and institutions, but who 
come among us to make war upon society, to 
diminish the dignity and rewards of Amer 
can working men and degrade ou labor to 
their level. Against all these our gates should 
——ů— But while favoring every honor 
able and practicabie measure to protect Amer- 
ican labor against the evil effects of foreign 
immigration and competition, we recognize 
also the dangers which menace it at home and 
condemn as hostile to its cause and as subver- 
sive of ite dignity and power, the bold and 
— — usurpation in many ot the States of 
ts political rights and privileges. The condi- 
tion of the men who labor in the North cannot 
be maintained or improved so long as the 
men who labor in the South are wrongfully 
deprived of the rights and powers of American 
citizenship. Their labor meets in close and 
immediate competition, and neither can be 
—— without striking at the prosperity 
and independence of the other. Recognizing 
these plain truths we demand a free ballot 
and a fair count in all sections of our country. 
We demand it, and will ever demand it as the 
only source of justice to the real producers of 
prosperity and wealth and the sole security 
of the Republic and its free institutions. 

DEAD WAR ISSUES. 
3. We deprecate national strife and divis- 
ions. We have placed the war with its hates 
and revenges bebind us; but the settlements 
of the war must stand irrevocable—respected, 
honored and observed in every part of the 
Republic. More we have never demanded; 
less, we willnot have. Congress should ex- 
ercise its Constitutional authority and take 


sentatives to Congress. 
DUTY ON WOOL. 
4. We demand such duties on wool and man- 
ufactures thereof as will secure the American 
market to American producers. We denounce 
the demand made under President Cleveland’s 
administration by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, in bis annual report of December 6, 
1886, for the ‘‘immediate passage of an act 
placing raw wool upon the free list,’’ and 
we denounce the Democratic State platform 
which ‘‘proclaims its hearty and unqualified 
indorsement’’ of said Administration, and de- 
mands a ‘‘reduction of the present’’ duties on 
wooland woolen and worsted goods. Such 
reduction would destroy the wool-growin 
and woolen manufacturing industries, woul 
invite large — 2 break down American

to foreign producers who would ultimately 
demand exorbitant prices. We earnestly 
protest against the decisions of the Secretary 
of the Treasury in customs cases in the inter- 
est of the foreign producer and foreign labor, 
as in opposition to the letter and spirit of the 
tariff laws.

If too 
much revenue be collected to meet these and 
other public needs, we demand that the first 
step in the reduction thereof shall be the 
abolition ofthe internaltax upon American 
grown tobacco.

The Senator thanked the convention for the 
honor of presiding officer, and congratulated 
the members upon the encouraging prospects 
for Republicanism in the State and nation. He 
eulogized Foraker, and declared the latter de- 
served both his popularity and his renomina- 
tion, as he has fairly earned both. He 
suid: ‘‘More than that, he has pre- 
vented a Democratic President from 
surrendering to the Confederates the flags and 
banners they lost inthe rebellion.’’ He re- 
viewed the work of the late Republican Legis- 
lature and commended it highly, and then 
discussed State questions at some length.

IN TEXAS. 


St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas Railway Ex 
tensions—Cotton aud Cattle. 


John W. Phillips, General Attorney of the 
St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas Railway, re- 
turned this morning from a trip over the 
road. He is as enthuslastio as ever over the 
Cotton Belt Line’s future. We are building 
a great deal of new road in Texas, he said, 
and on last Tuesday laid the last rail on 


aline from Mount Pleasant to Sherman, 110 
miles. Contractors are grading a road for us 
from a point on this line to Fort Worth, 100 
miles, and the road-bed is ready for the rails 
from Hillsboro to Oorsicana. hese will be 
valuable feeders as they —— through magnit- 
loent cotton country. The cotton all through 
Texas is growing finely. The planters want 
one more rain to make this season 
the biggest they ever had. In addition 
to cotton, our road has recently begun to 
move anew kind of freight forit. Since the 
Ist of May, we have moved 1,000 cars of cattle 
from Texas to Chicago. Previous tothe be- 
ginning we hardly moved a car. We have 
transferred at Cairo to the Illinois Central, 


and there has been the one draw 
back. The Illinois Central cars are 
not as large as ours. The trains 
have been run on passenger schedule 


to make the feeding points. I was at Corsi- 
cana the other day when forty-two cars of 
cattle came in, and in spite of the hot compe- 
tition for them we got thirty-two cars. 

‘*The lumber interests are being developed 
along our line and mills are being built all 
along it south from Poplar Bluff through the 
pine country. When saw-mill men went 
in there first they didn’t understand 
what was tbe right thing for them to do. They 
ripped up the logs into slabs and shipped to 
St. Louis green. fhen the inspector went 
through the shipment he generally threw out 
half, and frequently the mill man would 
come out in debt. Jack Richardson 
and other St. Louls commission men 
have been instrumental in bringing 
about a change. Richardson, I think, was 
the first. Hetold them he would not handle 
their green lumber, induced them to build 
drying kilns and buy planers. Now every 
mill has its kiln and planer. The logs are cut 
up, putin the kilos and dried with a fire of the 
refuse. The planks are planed and flooring is 
tongued and grooved. There is one firm I 
know of—one of the first to do this—that did 
not invest originally more than $5,000. That 
was not over three years ago. They now own 
property worth $50,000 and have no debts. 
„»The Railroad Company recently acquired 
control of a line which will be completed from 
Tyler into the great pineries on Sabine River. 
This is the most marvelous pine country 
in the world, and itis almost entirely unde- 
veloped. Cameron of Waco, told me the 
other day that he owned 23,000 acres in that 
section, and he would cut from it 20,000 feet to 
anacre. Isn’t that better than Granite Moun- 
tain stock?’’ 

„When will the St. Louls, Arkansas & Texas 
be built into St. Louis?“ 

That is an open question. It may never be 
built in. The cost of coming into St. Louis 
would beenormous. It would cost $3,000,000 to 
bring the road up to St. Louis and then the 
getting into the city’’——Mr. 24 paused. 

„Will the bridge at Grand Tower be built?“ 
‘‘I tihnk it will. We can cross the river and 
come into East St. Louis over the Cairo Short 
Line on good terms. Parker's road stands 
ready to reach Grand Tower as soon as we do.

MUST PAY UP. 


Kansas City to Enforce Taxes on Railroad 
Property. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dtsr Aron. 

KaNSAS City, Mo., July 28.—E. A. Andrews, 
attorney for the County Court, has prepared a 
report upon the taxation of railroad property 
in the city and county, which he will submit to 
that body. He charges flagrant violations of 
the law on the part of the railroads. In the 
document Mr. Andrews sets forth that the rail- 
road companies have 93 miles of switches 
within the city limits, upon which they have 


never paid one cent of tax. One company, 
which owns thirteen acres of land in the west 
bottoms, worth $650,000, has also esca tax- 
ation. When assessed bythe city the com- 
panies have fought the payment of the taxes, 
and the State and United States Courts have 
sustained them, deciding thatarailroad can 
only be assessed on its main line and 100 feet 
right of way. Mr. Andrews says that 
some of these results are due to an 
intentional violation of the law on the part of 
the railroads. They are commanded by law 
to furnish the same reports to the State Au- 
ditor and the County Assessor. Though re- 
peatedly asked todo so by county officials, 
they have refused to tissue a duplicate report 
to the County Assessor. 

One statement in the report is especially a 
strong one, and is that all parties seemed to 
have worked together harmoniously and to 
have succeeded in — the assessment 
by the State oard of the immense 
amount of property owned and used by 
the railroads as ards and unds in 
the west bottoms. The manner in which this 
was done, Mr. Andrews states, was by in- 
cluding all railroad property outside the right 
of way as being simply side tracks to the main 
line of the different roads, and added and 
distributed throughout the length of their 
lines. According to this, even if the side

CANADIAN COURTESY. 


Consul-General Phelan Annoyed by the 
Action of the Dominion Authorities, 


Ry Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

HALIFax, Nova Scotia, July 28.—The Amer- 
loan fishermen captured by the cruiser Critic 
on Saturday are receiving the charity of the 
consular agent. Consul George of Charlotte- 
town telegraphed to Consul-General Phelan 
for instructions. If the men had been ship- 
wrecked the United States Government would 
have taken charge of them and sent them to 
Gleucester, where they shipped, but not 
being shipwrecked mariners the Consul was at 
u loss to know what todo. Consul-General 
Phelan wired instructions to put them on the 
first vessel bound forthe United States. Mr. 
George proceeded to do that. The vessel was 
a fisherman going home from Gloucester. As 
soon as Director Foley learned that Consul 
George was going to ship the men home in a 
fishing vesse!, he notified the Consul, as well 
as all skippers of American fishing vessels 
then in port, that any vessel shipping the men 
would be immediately seized for an infraction 
of the custom law. Mr. George protested 
against the Collector’s threatened action, but 
Mr. Foley reaffirmed his determination. It is 
not to be supposed that the Collector, who isa 
very cautious official, was acting 
without instuctions from Ottawa. Con- 
sul-General Phelan was again com- 
municated with, and he telegraphed 
back peremptorily instructing Consul George 
to shipthe men on the first vessel leaving 
Souris fora United States port, whether the 
vessel was a fishing, trading or any other 
kind of vessel, and to immediately report any 
attempted interference on the part of the 
Collector of Costoms or any other official. 

CONSUL-GENERAL PHELAN 

is very much irritated at the present position 
of affairs, and expresses great surprise at 
whathe considers the extraordinary and to- 
tally unwarranted action of the Canadian offi- 
cers. Such conduct, if persisted in and ap- 
proved by officers of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, must necessarily very seriously strain 
the relations between the two governments, 
he thinks. 

A case in pointis this: The Annie Hogdon 
puts into Shelbourne to rescue two of her 
crew lost in the fog, she is summarily seized 
and fined 400. Fourteen American fishermen, 
seized for an alleged offense, are taken to 
Souris ina semi-nude condition, kept there 
three days on the charity of the consular 
agent, and an effort to send them home, where 
they maybe fed and clothed, is met with 
threats of further seizures and fines, provided 
that the vessel performing such act of humanity 
be a fishing vessel. Rear-Admiral Luce and the 
officers of the war-ships Richmond and Yan- 
tic, now in this port, are very indignant and 
inclined to the opinion that one or both of 
those vessels should immediately proceed to 
Souris. These vessels are under the instruc- 
tions of Oonsul-General Phelan, who refuses 
to indicate what his intentions are until he re- 
ceives further details from Consul George. 
The United States war-ship Ossippiis at Port 
Hawkesby, and could reach Souris within a 
few hours,if such a step is deemed neces- 
sary. \ 

THE OS8SIPEE AGROUND.

MUDDY WATER. 


Why the Supply Is So Uninviting Through- 
out the City—City Hall Notes. 

The hydrants throughout the city are now 
flowing with a dark-colored fluid which is 
proudly proclaimed to be the healthiest water 
in the world. Newspaper criticisms, inquiries, 
protests and indictments against the officials 
from citizen, texpayer, voter and other well- 
known guardians of public’ interests 
have been brought out. The water 
can be used by St. Louisans, who have become 
used to this fluid, but strangers are horrified 
when invited to drink it unfiltered. The fact 
is that at present there is no prospect of relief 
from the muddy water. The water-supply 
problem has been so long neglected by legis- 
lators, busy about railroad switches, fran- 
chises and matters of more personal 
importance, but of less consequence 
to the city’s interests, that the 
The three high 
service pumps have a eapacity of 50,000,000 gal- 
lons daily at the highest, but this is not mak- 
ing any allowance, for stopping day or night. 
The consumption of water at present is be- 
tween 38,000,000 and 40,000,000 gallons per day, 
an increase of about 4,000,000 over last sum- 
mer and about 1,000,000 over the anticipated 


increase. The three pumps cannot be 
constantly worked to supply this quantity of 
water. he river water, 


carrying a ange 
quantity of mud and sand, cuts away the pack-

ing. The water at present is de- 
ing consumed as rapidly as it can 


n At the water -works the four 
settling basins have been kept 
but the water is not allowed to 
but is drawn off from the basins, about 
10,000,000 being taken from each basin per day. 
This arrangement is to some extent an 
unwise one. By emptying the basins 
in succession and then refilling with 
the full capacity of the pumps, the water would 
have about four hours in which to settle. 
Water Commissioner Hoiman has, however, 
come to the concinsion that this plan is best 
and has issued orders to the engineers to 
keep all the basins full. While the consump- 
tion continues to be so great there is little 
probability that the supply will beany clearer. 


The Sprinkling Contracts. 


Councilman O’Malley’s indecision in the 
Committee on Public Improvements threatens 
the defeat of the whole scheme for sprinkling 
the streets. Three-fourths of the con- 


tracts have already deen let, and 
the bonds are now awaiting the approval of 
the Council. They are now in the committee 
and cannot be acted on by the Council 
until they are reported. Messrs. Comfort, 
Cole and Nelson are anxious to take action, 
but have not succeeded in getting any satisfac- 
tory information from Mr. O'Malley. 


Reducing the Number of Precincts. 


On Friday night the Council will considerthe 
bill to decrease the number of election pre- 


cincts from 244 to 1383. Comptroll- 
er Campbell and Recorder Williams 
advocate the passage of this bill 


as it will save the city between $3,000 and $4,000 
at each election, and enables the Recorder to 
be more particular in selecting elective offi- 
cers for each precinct.

SEEN AT THE SCREEN. 


JAILER CALLAHAN REFUSES MAXWELL’S 
FATHER ADMISSION TO THE JAIL. 


He Must See the Boy“ Through the Bars, 
Which He Reluctantly Does, After Hours 
of Waiting—Sheriff Harrington Writes 
a Letter in Which He Characterizes Jailor 
Callahan’s Conduct as “Inhuman and 
Indecent’’—An Affecting Scene When 
Father and Son Meet—The Old Gentle- 
man Pays His Respects to American 

Judges, and Judge Van Wagoner in Far- 
ticular. 


The meeting between Hugh Mottram Brooks, 
‘allas Walter H. Lenox-Maxwell and his father, 
Samuel N. Brooks of Hyde, England, took 
place at tne screen of the jail shortly before 
noon to-day, and it was a very tame affair. 
Mr. Brooks arrived here on the Wabash line 
last evening and was metat the Union Depot 
by John I. Martin, one of his son’s attorneys. 
The old gentleman was immediately driven to 
Mr. Martin's office, and later to the residence of 


P. W. Fauntleroy, where he will stop while in 
the city. When he reached here it was too 
late to see his son, and he had to content him- 


| self with the thought that he would be able to 


see him this morning. It was 9:30 o’clock 
when Mr. Brooks arrived at the Four Courts 
this morning, and Mr. Fauntleroy immedi- 
ately made a request of the jailer to have Max- 
well brought into the jailer’s office to see his 
father. r. Callahan stated that he had posi- 
tive instructions from the Sheriff not to permit 
any prisoners to be taken outof the jail ex- 
cept on order of the Sheriff or court 
and then only in the custody o 
Mr. Harrington himself or his Chief 
n the Four Courts, Joseph Harring- 
ton. . Fauntleroy was referred to the 
Sheriff. He hastened down to the Oourt- 
house, but soon returned, stating that Sheriff 
Harrington had refused to allowed the pris- 
oner to be taken out ofjail. Mr. Fauntleroy 
said that under the circumstances the father 
would have to go in jail and see his soon at 
the table. He was informed by Jatler Oalla- 
han that it was against the rules of the in- 
stitution to permit relatives of prisoners to go 
beyond the screen. Tne attorney said visit- 
ors who came to the institution purely out 
of curiosity were allowed to ass 
the screen and talk to prisoners inside, and he 
did not see W a father who had come 
thousands of miles to see his son who was 
condemned to die could not be accorded the 
same privilege. He thought it outrageous. 
Mr. Callahan said it was rather hard to refuse 
a parent the privilege of going beyond the

This letter did not alter Mr. Callahan in his 
determination, and he still insisted that Mr. 
Brooks would have to speak to his son through 
the screen the same as the relatives of other 
prisoners. It was now nearly noon, and the 
old gentleman and Mr. Fauntleroy entered the 
screen together. Maxwell was immediately 
summoned and came ona run to the screen, 
and inquired, ‘‘How are you, fatber?’’ 

There was a flush of pleasure in the pris- 


oner’s face and a warmth in the 
manner in which he spoke which 
to see 


showed that he was — glad 
his parent. The father, who had taken a seat 
in a chair close up to the scree, answered his 
question calmly, and a conversation was 
opened which lasted overan hour. Before he 
left, Mr. Brooks shook hands with his son 


through the opening in the _ screen 
used in pasaipg articles of food, 
etc., to the prisoners from their friends 


on the outside, Mr. Callahan informing him 
that there was no objection whatever to his 
doing so, all relatives of prisoner being 
allowed the same privilege, if they desired to 
avail themselves of it. 
MR. CALLAHAN EXPLAINS 

that while he feels for Mr. Brooks and would 
like to accommodate him,he cannot grant him 
any privileges that are not given to other 
prisoners’ relatives. The poorest and most 
obscure of his wards is entitled to as much 
consideration and the same privileges as the 
wealthiest or most prominent. It would never 
do to permit relatives of prisoners to go be- 
yond the screen, as they would have too 
much opportunity to pass them implements 
to be used in makin their es- 
cape, or drugs with whie they might 
take their ves. Sheriff Harrington’s 
letter he could scarcely understand. Mr. 
Harrington refused to permit the man to be 
taken out, but abuses him because he will not 
take practically the same risk by admitting 
the father beyond the screen. he Sheriff 
will not shoulder a responsibility which he 
abuses him for not taking. Besides, the 
Sheriff has permitted prisoners to be taken 
outside of the jail, Mr. Callahan understood, 
while the — of relatives beyond the 
screen was something the jailer could not 
afford to do.

Circumstances Which Point to Foul Play—

story told by the couple was that the husband 
was the son of wealthy parents living in 
Toronto, Canada, ani his wife was poor and 
lived about six miles from Toroto. They were 
married, and Abbott claimed that he wasa 
Methodist preacher, but had learned the 
trade of silver-plating before studying for the 
ministry. On the strengtnof his knowledge 
of silver-plating Abbott obtained employment 
atthe silver-plating establishment of M. D. 
Degge & Co. at 113 South Eighth 
street. This was on July 2. Mr. 
Degge befriended the young man and 
advanced him money to defray his expenses 
and also secured lodgings for the couple a 


Mrs. Kuhlen’s, 713 North Jefferson avenue. 
A few days securing employment 
Mrs. Abbott fell sick and became 


gradually worse until she died on the 18th. 
Abbott, who appeared to be a very religious

One was from himself, stating that 
he was heart-broken over the death of 
his wife, and that his body would be found in 
the river. The other was a letter purporting 
to be from Mrs. Abbott to her husband, in 
which she stated that she was a burden to 
him, and that she had purchased some arsenio 
and intended to take it for his sake. 

DURING HER ILLNESS MRS. ABBOTT

Origin of Recent Disastrous Fires in Gotham 
Attributed to Anarchists—Herr Most’s 
Open Boast—t! ance Men Alarmed— 
A Movement to Secure Legislation in the 
Matter—Threats to Withdraw Risks. 


New Tonk, July 28.—At the office of well- 
known insurance brokers yesterday, it was 
said that the past six months had been the 
most disastrous in the fire record of any like 
period, save, of course, in that embracing the 
Chicago and Boston fires. Sofaras had been 
learned only two companies had made any 
money n that six months. The matter has 
been discussed in every office and in every 
association of underwriters. There is 
one striking phase of this matter 
which bas come to the fore prom- 
iInently in a few days, and that is 
the relation of Herr Most and his sympathizers 
to many of those fires. As indicative of the 
extent to which Insurance companies are be- 
ing roused on this question, it is only necessary 
to call attention toa special meeting of the 
New York Board of Underwriters, held 
yesterday, to discuss this very subjeet and 
adopt ways and means to meet the emergency. 
Herr Most’g book, bearing on the subject of 
dynamite and phosphorus as incendiary 
agents was considered at length, especially 
his claim that many recent fires were due to 
their use. Copies of newspapers, the book 
itself, and all available information upon the 
point were a week before handed over to the 
Committee on Police and the Origin of Fires, 
with instructions to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the matter and report upon some 
plan which would check, if possible, the great 
increase in the number of fires ‘which were 
undoubtedly incendiary. 

A STARTLING STATEMENT. 

On this point a member of the Board said 
yesterday: ‘‘John Most has become a factor 
in the subject of fire insurance. Our civiliza- 
tion has come to a pretty pass when such a 
red mouthed, ranting Anarchist’s utterances 
have to be considered by fire insurance com- 
panies and means devised to abate their bane- 
ful effects. Thereis some means of reaching 
this man, and whatthe law can do will soon 
be tried. He openly boasts in his book that 
recent fires are—some of them, at least—due to 
the Anarchists. Whether true or not, his ut- 
terances have their effect.’’ 

On the subject of averting disastrous losses 
in fire insurance, remedies have been consid- 
ered by fire underwriters from time to time. 
Yesterday all phases of the matter were taken 
up.One measure proposed is that every person 
insured shall, in the case of a run of such extra- 
ordinary and—for the companies—exhausting 
losses, share in a portion of his own loss. 
Another suggestion was that known as the 
French system, in which every insured person 
pays for injury done to contiguous property 
when the fire starts on his own premises.

By this itis meant that several 
companies which had bitherto incurred a risk 
of a small percentage have been insur- 
ing a much larger per cent, and this 
has been for the ‘‘jumbo’’ lines. Among 
those companies are said to be some well 
known companies of this city, Brooklyn and 
Chicago. The Pacific Coast has been peculi 
arly fortunate, the losses for six months not 
exceeding 25 per cent of the average.

Denial That the Disease Is Raging at the 
Kansas City Yards.

Patronage—Notes. 

It can now be safely predicted that the sus- 
pense occasioned bythe delay over the ap- 
pointments by the School Board will be ended 
at the meeting to be held to-morrow evening. 
From information gleaned by a PostT-Dis- 
PATCH reporter this morning it appears that 
the real cause of the deadlock has been a se- 


cret to the public. It has been generally 
ro erstood that the hitch was over the 
appointment of Mr. M. A. Sullivan as Super- 
intendent. It seems, however, that the prev- 
alent idea as to the cause of the deadlock was 
erroneous. It is true that three ofthe mem 
bers of the Board, Messrs. Dill, Rush and Can- 
tillon, were decidedly opposed to reap- 
pointing that gentleman Superintendent, but 
Tr. Dill at least ha no objection 
to eo him a principalship and in 
fact has signified his willingness to vote for 
him tor Principal of the High School. This 
compromise was satisfactory to Mr. Sullivan 
and to hie three supporters for Superintend- 
ent, Messrs. Canavan, Sullivan and Joyce, and 
if Mr. Sullivan's appointment had been the 
only cause for inharmonious action there 
would have been no reason for any further 
delay. The real cause of the hitch was, how- 
ever, learned this morning. 
When the abolition of the office of Superin- 
tendent had been decided upon and an agree- 
ment entered into by the two factions that Mr. 
Sullivan be given a principalship, the question 
of the distribution of patronage as regards the 
rest of the ese was then considered 
and it developed that there was additional 
cause for a disagreement. It was proposed by 
Mr. Rush that each faction have the namin 
of all the teachers in three of the schools an 
the 1 in the seventh be equal 
divided. It was conceded by Mr. Rush an 
his colleagues that the Sullivan faction have 
the naming of the teachers for the Franklin 
School, provided the appointments for the 
Webster School belefttothem. This arrange- 
ment was satisfactory to Messrs. Sullivan, 
Joyce and Canavan, and it was decided that 
the appointments be made onthat plan.

An Ex- English Officer’s Experience in King 
Theebaw’s Country. 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 28.—Robert Sutherland 
of Burmah arrived in Chicago yesterday. Mr.

ANOTHER SUBURB. 


ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS TO BE 
PUT IN PROPERTY BELOW THE CITY. 


Cliff Cave Heights to Pass Into the Hands of 
a New York Syndicate—A Beautiful Tract 
to Be Laid Out fora Residence Suburb— 
The Heirs of H. T. Blow Dis g of 
Large Real Estate Interests—Thos. C. 
Fletcher in the Syndicate. 


The Post-DisPatcu, in its issue of July 16, 
published the particulars of a heavy syndicate 
recently organized in New York, composed of 
Eastern capitalists, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing all the available property along the 
‘Tiver-front between the quarantine and the 
point of the bluffs near the mouth of the Mer- 
amac River. The object of this prospective 


purchase is to control what is known 
as the Oliff Cave Heights, which 
take their name from the old 


Cliff Cave, situated about twelve miles south 
of the city on the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railroad. The cave has long been a 
place of public resort, and was frequently se- 
lected for picnic grounds, barbecues, and 
other gatherings of a public and private 
character. Many years ago the cave and the 
land upon which itis located—about 184 acres 
all told—belonged to Henry W. Williams, the 

resent Recorder of Voters for the City of St. 

uis. 

In 1867 Mr. Williams transferred this reg. 
erty, together with the cave rights, to Dr. C. 
W. Spaulding, a dentist, who shortly after- 
ward sold it tothe Cliff Cave Wine Company 
with the exception of a small parcel situated 
between the cave and the river, which he sold 
to William Doench of this city. 

Mr. Williams also owned a tract of 27 acres 
on the river front adjoining the above de- 
scribed landon the south, upon which is the 
Cliff Cave depot. Shortly before the purchase 
of the cave 1 49 by the wine company Mr. 
Williams sold this tract to T. C. Fletcher and 
Henry T. Blow jointly, and they afterwards 
divided it into equal portions, Mr. Fletcher 
taking the northern part, in which he still re- 
tains his 8 and Mr. Blow the south- 
ern, which after his death was apportioned to 
Miss Mattie E. Blow and Lucretia Blow. 

Last Monday Mr. Fletcher added to his orig- 


inal possessions all the property, 184 
acres, bounding his property belong- 
in to the Cliff Cave Wine Company, 


thirteen and a half acres on the north and 
west, embracing the cave, several acres of 
vineyard and all the springs, for which he 
aid $50 per acre. This property has a river 
ntage of something 

OVER 2,000 FEET, 

which, together with the piece Mr. Fletcher 
previously owned adjoining it on the south, 
gives him acontinuous frontage of over 3,400 
feet along the banks of the river. 
Immediate north of this purchase is a tract 
originally beloging to Henry Von Phul, 
fronting over 3,000 feet on the river, including 
the heights along its western bank. The Von 


Phul property was subdivided into fourteen 
lots and sold to various purchasers in 1872, 


among whom were Mr. Fletcher, John W.

— us he is a member of that organiza- 
on. 
The syndicate expects to invest about 5100, 
000 in this property, exclusive of any improve- 
ments. 
After getting whatthey want the company 
intend to aggregate all their purchases, sub- 
divide, plat and improve the property in such 
a manner as to make it the most desirable resi- 
dence property in the neighborbood of the 
city. This locality now has all the necessary 
facilities for transportation both by rail 
and water. This consideration, in conjunc- 
tion with the beautiful prospects with which 
the property abounds, is certain to make it a 
favorite suburb of the city. From any point 
of the heights a prone view of the Mississippi 
River in ail its windings, and the surrounding 
country and hills on the Lilinois side, can be 
obtained. 
Gov. Fletcher is now having a plat made of 
the entire river front from the Quarantine 
to the foot of the heights, which covers a q- 
tance of about 21,000 linear feet, or nearly four 
lineal miles, showing connectedly all the vari- 
ous interests contemplated in the deal.

SENATOR DOWNING’S REWARD. 

When members of the Legislature be- 
tray the trust of their constituents and 
bla st their popularity by making them- 
selves more or less notorious as the tools 
of a railroad lobby, the only question in 
the public mind is whether they do it for 
cash or get their pay in one of the 
many less direct ways in which a rail- 
road lobby practices bribery. The ap- 
pointment of State Senator DOWNING as 
one of the regular attorneys of the K. C., 
St. J. & C. B. Railroad is by no means a 
sign that the other members who worked 
for the lobby were actuated only by love 
and duty and will beleft unrewarded. Col. 
Dawes’ railroad is not the only one rep- 
resented by the lobby in recent sessions, 
and they all have favors to bestow be- 
sides rebates, tie contracts and attorney- 
ships. 

Promises of attorneyships or other pro- 
fessional employment are reserved to 
catch those lawyer members who cannot 
be caught with some other kinds of bait. 
A bait which has notoriously caught 
United States Senators, Cabinet officers 
and various grades of State officers from 
Governor down, as well as Judges on the 
bench, may well be supposed by a mere 
member of the Legislature to have re- 
ceived the stamp of respectability and 
professional approbation. By the simple 
device of getting into the Missouri Legis- 
lature, introducing an Employers’ Liabil- 
ity bill, and then smothering it in com- 
mittee when it was about to become a law, 
an obscure country lawyer in very poor 
practice has been known before now to 
capture a railroad attorneyship worth 
, 000 or $10,000 a year, without being dis- 
barred or losing caste anywhere but at 
home. 

A case of technical bribery or black- 
mail cannot be made out of such facts, 
but no other method of betraying public 
trusts or reaching the ends of downright 
bribery is more facile or effective. As the 
bait of a few lottery prizes distributed over 
the country will catch a multitude of nib- 
blers, so will a few railroad prizes dis- 
tributed among politicians secure the 
services of many who are in the end 
necessarily cheated of their expected 
reward. The only check upon this 
demoralizing influence is the public 
indignation which ought to pursue 
and brand every man who accepts any 
emolument or alleged employment from 
any corporations or combination of inter- 
ests that have been favored by him while 
holding a position of public trust. Such 
positio executive, legislative and ju- 
diciail— too often sought and noto- 
riously too often used as mere stepping- 
stones tothe more lucrative positions at 
the disposal of the railroads.

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Whew Mayor FRANCIS remarked to the 
President after the invitation to visit St.

TO THE VISITING MISSOURIANS. 


The Return This Morning of a Part of the In- 
vitation Committee—All of the Members 
Delighted With Their Trip and Their Re- 
ception by the President—Mayor’s Secre- 
tary Fanning Givés Some Interesting In- 
cidents of the Visit—Mrs. Cleveland at 
Home—Her Enthusiasm Over the Pros- 
pect of a Western Tour—A Pen Picture of 
the Lady of the White House—Arrange- 
ments for the St. Louis Visit and the 
Journey Through the West. 


The first division of the Cleveland Invitation 
Committee returned from Washington this 
morning.

It would be hard to find sixteen gentlemen in 
better humor or better pleased with 
themselves and the world. They lett 
Washington on Tuesday evening, the oth- 
ers of the delegation either remaining 
at the capital or scattering in various direc- 
tions. The returning members had a special 
car on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and had 
a pleasant trip home. A stop of several hours 
was made at Cincinnati and the delegates 
spent the time driving around the city. The

A RECORD BROKEN. 


Dr. Carver Smashes One Thousand Glass 


Balls in 38 Minutes 27 Seconds, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcnu. 

NEw YORK, July 2.—Dr. W. F. Carver at 
Newark yesterday afternoon beat his own rec- 
ordin one of bis characteristic exhibitions, 
which are made possible by the use of repeat- 
ing shotguns, capable of being discharged six 
times in rapid succession. In arecent shot 
Carver smashed 1,000 composition balls two 
inches in diameter in d minutes. te per- 


formed the same feat yesterday in 38 minutes 
27 seconds. Clad in tight trousers, a red shirt, 
a belt 7 inches wide at the back and afelt hat 
with a 65-inch brim, he stood between 
two tables in a pile of sawdust. On the table 


at his left was a pile of composition 
balls 2 inches in diameter; on his right 
were arranged six of the new Spencer 


repeating shot-guns. Oneof these guns was 
capable of firing eight shots and the others 
six each. Four men loaded them as fast as 
they were emptied. Carver put on a pair of 
spectacies shielded at the side with fine wire 
gauze and braced himself for the task. An 
active young man stood at thetable with six 
balls in his hand. When Carver said ‘‘go’’ he 
pitched the balls in rapid succession at an 
angle of forty-five degrees, and the doctor be- 
gan to pump shot from his gun. Each ball 
seemed to disappear in a puff of black dust as 
the crack of the rifle was heard. Once in a great 
while the doctor relieved the monotony 
missing a ball with the first shot and — 
it within a yard of the 
shot. Almost every ball was smashed within 
six yards ofthe muzzle of the gun. In the 
middie of the sixth hundred he found fault 
with the way his right arm was acting, and 
after vigorously swinging it after each round 
for aspelibe changed the guns to his left 
shoulder and continued to smash balls just as 
well. It took flve seconds only lo change 
guns, and Dr. Carver saw before the match 
was half over that, barring accidents, he had 
won easily. ‘‘How many more?’’ he asked 
toward the end, and was told he had oroken 
1,000 and missed thirty-two. Then one ot the 
scorers announced that he must shoot one 
more, and picking up his gun he smashed 
another ball. Then a recount was made and 
the score stood: 1,002 broken and 82 missed. 
He used three drachms of American Wood 
powder and one ounce of No.8 shot. Im 
ey afterward he slipped to the front 
with J. L. Brewer of Philadelphia, and to- 
ther they shot at two, three and four balls 
rown from the hand. Both Brewer and 
Carver broke four balls in succession with 
the Spencer guns, and then the doctor 
ave one of his usual exhibitions 
with a 45-caliber Winchester rifle, breaking a 
brick in half and hitting both fragments before 
they reached the ground, shooting two or- 
anges thrown in the air at once, boring holes 
through coins thrown into the air, and smash- 
ing composition dalle as they were thrown 
straight away by a professional pitcher. It 
was understood that the Wood powder con- 
cern had promised to give Carver $1,000 if he 
broke 1, balls in thirty-nine minutes. About 
600 persons saw the exhibition.

Something of Jem Smith, Who Is to Fight 
the Champion. 


Jem Smith is childishly fond of his great 
strength and possesses a delightful degree of 
confidence in bis ability to take care of bim- 
self, says a cable correspondent. He remarked 
as he patted the corded muscles tenderly and 
approvingly: ‘‘That’s what does the punchin’ 
and gets em ready for this one, and he 
rolled up his right sleeve, displaying a collec- 


tion of bone, sinew and muscle that was abso- 
lutely appalling and looked entirely ab- 
normal. It could be compared only to 
a well-developed ham at the thickest 
part, and differed from that product in ap- 
pearance only because knots and ridges 
as bigasaman’s fist were formed under the 
skin as if large-sized snakes had crawled in 
there to live.

Romantic Revelations Concerning the Title 
to the Valuable Property. 


SA FRANCISCO, Cal., July 28.—Prominence 
is given here to certain facts in connection 
with the organization for the Casa Land Com- 
pany, Organized at Cheyenne, Wyo., with a 
capital stock of $25,000,000. Edward Stokes of 
New York, J. A. Belson of this city, and John 


A. Reavis of Missouri are directors of the com- 
pany.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 
NO DECISION IN THE SUNDAY LAW Caspy 
UNTIL SEPTEMBER. 


Judge Adams’ Opinion in an Analogons 
Case Upon the Powers of 2 Court of 
Equity—The Bohn Will Admitted to Pro. 
bate—New Suits Filed Under the Dome 
To-Day— Matters in Litigation. 


Counsel in the citizens’ mandamus proceed. 
ings against the Police Board and the Prose. 
cuting-Attorney and his assistant, relative to 
enforcement of the Sunday law, have not 
yet furnished Judge Valiiaut with their 
briefs. The Prosecuting-Attorney was 
granted until Monday next to file his answer or 
return to the writ in his case, after which 
there will probably be a day set for the hear. 
ing. The Police Board case was submitted on 
Saturday, but as an appeal to the Supreme 
Court would not lice until October the Circuit 
Judge will not render a decision in that case 
probably before September, in time to allow 
the transcript to be prepared for the court of 
last resort. 

The powers of a court of equity in proceed. 
ings of this character were clearly defined in a 
case before the Circuit Court four years since, 
Judge Adams in February, 1883, rendered an 
elaborate decision, refusing the injunction 
suit sought by the Circuit Attorney agains 
the proprietors of Uhrig’s Cave, to restrain 
the sale of liquors at that resort. The 
petition alleged that a large number 
of persons were injured by deterioration 
in the value of their property on account 
the saloon being in the immediate — 
and that the criminal courts, on account of the 
slowness of procedure, difficulties attending 
expensive trials, insufficiency of penal stat. 
utes and popular prejudice, were unable 
to furnisha a remedy for the State. Che 
question was whether the suppression of 
such a nuisance was within the jurisdiction of 
a court ot equity. Chancellor Kent held in the 
suit of the Attorney-General aguinst the Utica 
Ins ce Company, that it a charge be of a 
criminal nature or an offense against the pub- 
lic and does not touch the enjoyment 
of 7 it ought not to be 
brought within the direct jurisdiction of 
a court of equity, which was intended to dea! 
with matters of civil right resting in equity,

Chancery takes no part inthe ad ministration 
of criminal law, it neither aids the criminal 
courts in the exercise of criminal jurisdiction 
nor restrains or obstructs them. It would 
seem incongruous and improper for the 
court of equity to interfere in cases of public 
nuisance. The very fact that cases of that 
character are offenses againstthe community 
and savor of criminality in a greater or less 


degree would seem to distinguish them 
as matters not proper to de deult 
with by a court o equity. If the 
relators seek to abate the nuisance 


the proper course is by indictment at common 
law. Even if individuals, instead of the state, 
were seeking relief against the alleged 
nuisance, on the grounds of injury to prop 
erty, the discomfort or injury which could be 
made the basis of equitable interference 
would need be of a physical sort, 
and not such as depends upon taste, 
imagination or moral notion. Judge Adams 
said: Although many of the States of the 
Union have strong prohibitory and license 
laws regulating the sale of liquors, and 
although in Maine, Massachusetss, Ohio, Indt- 
ana and Kansas the keeping of a dratnshop 
without a license is declared by 
Statute to be a ublic nuisance, no 
case has been found where the relief asked for 
in this case has been granted, nor any other 
case than one in Kansas where it has even 
been asked for.’’ 

In order to sustain jurisdiction in equity the 
injury sought to be enjoined must be such us 
the law cannot adequately redress, and this 
principle applies to cases seeking 
relief in equity against nuisances, whether 
the same be public or private. 
It is doubtful if the State should be heard to 
complain of not having an adequate reinedy 
against crime, especially so in respect of of- 
fenses concerning which it has legislated at 
all. The State in this particular case has pro- 
vided itself with machinery for suppression 
and punishment which must be held so far as 
the State is concerned adequate to Ita needs. 
If the penalties in the law be not deemed suff. 
cient in any given case to preserve order and 
obedience to the law, the Legislature must 
amend the law and provide remedies mors 


adequate.

Judge Adams’ Opinion in an Analogons

Che 
question was whether the suppression of 
such a nuisance was within the jurisdiction ot 
a court ot equity. Chancellor Kent held in the 
suit of the Attorney-General aguinst the Utica 
Ins ce Company, that if a charge be of « 
criminal nature or an offense against the pub. 
lic and does not touch the enjoyment 
of roperty, it ought not to 5 
brought within the direct jurisdiction of 
a court of equity, which was intended to deal 
—— of — right resting in equity 

r where the remedy of law w siently 
adequate. y as not sufficiently 

Chancery takes no part inthe administration 
of criminal law, it neither aids the criminal] 
courts in the exercise of criminal jurisdiction 
nor restrains or obstructs them. It would 
seem incongruous and improper for the 
court of equity to interfere in cases of public 
nuisance. The very fact that cases of that 
character are offenses against the community 
and savor of criminality in a greater or less 
degree would seem to distinguish them 
as matters not a to de dealt 
with by a court o equity. If the 
relators seek to abate the nuisance 
the proper course is by indictment at common 
law. Even if individuals, instead of the State 
were seekin relief against the alleged 
nuisance, on the grounds of injury to prop- 
erty, the discomfort or injury which pode - be 
made the basis of equitable interference 
would need be of a physical sort, 
and not such as depends ‘upon taste 
imagination or moral notion. Judge Adams 
said: ‘‘Although miany of the States of the 
Union have strong prohibitory and license 
laws regulating the sale of liquors, and 
although in Maine, Massachusetss, Ohio, Indt 
ana and Kansas the keeping of a dramshop 
without a license is declared by 
statute to be a public nuisance. no 
case has been found where the relief asked for 
in this case has been granted, nor any other 
case than one in Kansas where it has even 
been asked for.’’ 

In order to sustain jurisdiction in equity the 
injury sought to be enjoined must be such as 
the law cannot adequately redress, and this 
principle applies to cases seeking 
relief in equity against nuisances, whether 
the same be public or private. 
It is doubtful if the State should be heard to 
complain of not having an adequate remedy 
against crime, especially so in respect of of. 
fenses concerning which it has legislated at 
all. The State in this particular case has pro- 
vided itself with machinery for suppression 
and punishment which must be held so far us 
the State is concerned adequate to Its needs. 
If the penalties in the law be not deemed suff. 
cient in any given case to preserve-order and 
obedience to the law, the Legislature must 
amend the law and provide remedies worse 
adequate. :

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YOUNG DEMOCRACY. 


A SCHEME TO ORGANIZE A YOUNG MEN'S 
NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC LEAGUE. 


ot the Project Undertaken by the 

Young Men’s Democratic Club of New 
York—Report of the Special Cemmittee— 
The Plan und Principles of the Proposed 
Organization. 4 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH- a 

New Tonk, July %.—The Young Men's 
Democratic Club has made up its mind to 
have a say in the nomination of the next 
President. It has a cut-and-dried scheme 
with the above as its objective point. What is 
it? A scheme secking the formation of a 
Young Men's National Democratic League, 
which, if established, is to send a delegate to 
the National Convention. An organizing com- 
mittee has been appointed andis bracing up 
its nerves for solid business assoon as the 
weather cools a little. Here are the details of 
the pretty project: 

Last fall, the club detailed E. J. Donnell, A. 
W. Spier, Roger Foster, R. G. Munroe, G. 8. 
Davidson, G. W. VanNest and Edward B. 
Whitney as a committee to take into consid- 
eration the report upon the expediency of 
promoting the foundation of Young Men's 
Democratic Olubs in all parts of the United 
States, to be affiliated with the New York Club 
and to unite therewith in agitating for reforms 
in the direction of a pure Democracy.’’ A fa- 
vorable report resulted. Then a special com- 
mittee was to ponder over ways and means to 
accomplish the project. This culminated in a 
definite plan, which the club members unani- 
mously adopted at a special meeting convened 
forits consideration. Sincethen President F.R. 
Coudert selected Samuel Greenbaum, John H. 
Arnold, Henry B.B. Staples, E. B. Whitney 
and A. W. Spier asan Executive Committee. 
These gentlemen are impatiently awaiting the 
hour when they will set in motion the ma- 
chinery that is to collect in one mighty pba- 
lanx all the young Democrats in the country 
for a reformatory campaign. Meanwhile, 
Wm. E. Curtis, secretary of the club, has 
formulated a report which is to be printed and 
circulated broadcast over America. This doc- 
ument, which promises to become historically 
interesting, reads as follows: 

THE REPORT. 

The special committee to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of reporting a practical plan 
for promoting the formulation of Young 
Men’s Democratic Clubs throughout the 
country, respectfully reports thatit has duly 
considered the exhaustive and able report of 
the special committee, heretofore presented 
to the club, and it herewith submits to your 
consideration the following as a plan for 
carrying into effect the main points of the re- 
port: 

1. To assist encouraging the formation of 
Young Men’s Democratic Clubs throughout 
the country with the ultimate object of form- 
ing a Young Men’s Democratic League, com- 
posed of all the clubs contemplated, organ- 
ized in accordance with the principles and 
upon the basis herein set forth. 

ORGANIZING CLUBS. 

2. To have a committee of five appointed by 
the President, whose duty it shall be toen- 
courage the formation of such clubs, to in- 
vestigate the character and qualifications of 
applicants desiring to organize clubs, and to 
obtain pledges from them as to their adherence 
to the fundamental principles below set forth, 
which committee upon being satisfied as to 
the character of the applicants, nay proceed 
to organize such clubs. That said committee 


shall request the members of this (New York) 
club to furnish names of persons in other 
cities who are likely to take an active part in 
the formation of clubs. Thatupon the forma- 
tion of the Central League he@ewith de- 
scribed, the functions of this committee shall’ 
cease. * 
A NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

8. To hold as soon as twenty clubs shall have 
been formed and provided they shall be fully 
organized for work, a convention of all the 
clubs for the permanent organization and 
establishment of a Central Young Men's Dem- 
ocratic League, at which convention shall be 
established a platform of the principles and 
laws 1 to the future management 
of the ague, the formation of new clubs, 
basis of representation and such other matters 
as such convention shall determine. No law 
or rule to be adopted by said first convention, 
however, shall go into effect unless ratified by 
at least two-thirds of the representative clubs 
The basis of representation to the first conven- 
tion shall be one representative for each club, 
and an additional representative for every fi(ty 
contributing members in good standing in 
each club. 

THE PRINCIPLES. 

4. To entitle any club to admission into the 
League, it shall be necessary for such club to 
subscribe and pledge itself to support the fol- 
lowing specific principles: 

A. The general government shall not use its 
powers of taxation forthe benefit of individ- 
ual or class interests. 

B. The coin of the country shall be intrin- 
sically of the value which it nominally repre- 
sents. 

C. To free from import duties all raw mate- 
— and bring about a general reduction in 

ariff. 

D. To maintain and enforce the civil service 
laws which have been enacted and to sustain 
the course of the Democratic Administration of 
President Cleveland in his interpretation and 
enforcement of these laws. 

E To demand the enactment of stringent 
laws which, while protecting corporations in 
the legitimate exercise of the limited powers 

gathered to them as creatures of the State, 
shall prohibittheir consolidation, which we 
believe tendsto destroy competition and en- 
danger the rights of individuals and crete 
monopolies, which are the chief factors in the 
corruption of our legislative and municipal 
bodies. 

F. To reserve the public lands to actual set- 
tlers, citizens of the United States only, for 
settlement under the homestead law. 

5. To hold regular and public meetings 
under the auspices of the various clubs as 
special means for spreading the cardinal 
principles of the league and agitating the doc- 
trines contended for among the people. 


MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Short Sessions to Advance the Public Im- 
provement Bills. 


The early part of the session of the Council 
was occupied last night in the execution of a 
public drinking fountain bill. It was pro- 
posed to establish a fountain at Jefferson and 
Chouteau avenues. Some of the Councilmen 
claim that these bills are introduced by Dele- 
gates forthe accommodation of saloon-keep- 
ers, who wantto escape paying water licenses. 
This bill was fathered by Delegate Matt Ryan 


in the House, and Councilman O'Malley in the 
Council. A numberof fountain bills now in 
the House will probably be dealt with in the 
same way. he Council adjourned after. 
reading some unimportant bills. 
THE HOUSE. 

A short session of the House of Delegates 
was held last night. Several improvement 
bills were advanced. The bill to vacate Main 
street from Mallinckrodt street to Salisbury 
street was passed. The House concurred in 
the Council amendments to the St. Louis Rail- 
way franchise extension bill. The bill to im- 
peeve Caroline street from La Motte’s addi- 
ion to Ewing avenue and Windsor place from 
Alphonsus to Vandeventer avenue were also 
assed. The bill to extend the cabie road to 
orest Park was laid on the desk and the 
House adjourned.

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CAUGHT IN CATTLE 


IMMENSE SHRINKAGE IN VALUES CAUSED 
BY OVERPRODUCTION. 


Last Year of the Great Trail—Encroach- 
ments of Settlers on the Range Territory 
—The Old System Dying Out—New 
Methods Applied to the Range Business— 
Conservatism of St. Louis Investors— 
Local Interests in the Western Ranches. 


There has been a wonderful depreciation in 
the value of cattle, and, in consequence, there 
has been a great decrease in the number of 
persons willing to risk money made in busi- 
ness with which they were thoroughly con- 
versant. Men who, by steady application to 
sure, safe, but small ways of gaining 
money now and then get a crazo to raise cat- 
tle, to mine or to build railroads, The cattle 
rage reached ite height in 1883, and since that 
time ranching has attracted less and less at- 
tention from that element. But cattle men 
who have spent their lives in the business do 
not think itis in a very bad way. The signs 
seen by the cautious capitalists, they say, are 
only the evidences of a change in the method 
of conducting the business. There will be a 


very large margin of profit still. 
In 1888 prices reached their high-water 


mark,’’ said 
A. r. ATWATER 


of Hunter, Evans & Co. A at@er that weighed 
1,000 pounds would bring $70. I remember we 
bought a lot that averaged 1,000 at that price 
in 1888. The same animal in the same place 
to-day would not bring over $32.50. Texas 
steers have been soldin the National Stock 
Yards for $25.’’ 

„What has caused this drop in prices?“ 

‘‘Overproduction. Ihe large profits made 
before 1883 attracted the attention of a great 
many moneyed men, and they went into the 
business of raising cattle. Prices were bound 
to go down. 

„Will not the settlement of the range coun- 
try cause prices to go up?’’ 

On the contrary, a very large part of the 
overproduction was caused by tbat settle- 
ment. The narrowing of the range limits has 
been marvelous. Five years ago we had a 
range of 30,000 acresin Kansas. It has been 
entered by the homesteader, and tbere is now 
not arange in Kansas. The increase of popu- 


lation in Texas has gradually encroached upon 
the range territory until there are no ranges 
there any more. We talked of a permanent 
trail from Texas to Montana in the 
first cattle convention three years ago. It 
looked possible then. Itis impossible now. 
You will find, I think, that this year will see 
the last ot the trail. All cattle hereafter to be 
transported will be ‘railed.’ Idon’t know 
now what range country there is left—there is 
some; dut in a year or two it 
will be filled u with farmers. 
Every farmer is a stock-raiser in a limited 
way, and the acreage of grass be puts in will 
yield more beef than under the range sys- 
tem. 

Has not the great depreciation in values 
resulted in great losses to St. Louis in- 
ves tore?“ 

Very little money has been lost, but none 
has been made for three years or more. Most 
of the St. Louis investors were very cautious. 
They were as conservative in the cattle 
business as — were reckless in the mining 
craze. Generally they associated themselves 
with old cattle men, and their business was 
well managed. But there has been a great 
change in the method of managing ranches. 
At one time, not so many years ago, a man 
who wanted to buy cattle would go toan owner 
andgask him how many head he had. The 
owner would sg I put 10,000 head on the 
range last year. Have a bad winter? the buyer 
would ask, and an estimate would be given of 
the number lost. Then the bayer would 
make an offer f 80 much for 
the cattle on the range, and if accepted the 
bargain would be closed. That isn’t done 
now. Before a sale is made the cattle are 
rounded up, let through gates one at a time, 
and the buyer brands them, paying so much 
for the l-year-olds, so much for the 2-yeuar- 
olds, and s0 on, as they are delivered to him. 
Then he knows what he is getting. Nomancan 
tell how — cattle he has until they are 
rounded up. No one ever pretends to know. 
Then, too, expenses have been cut down. 
The boys don’t have the liberties allowed 
them they formerly had. In the old days it 
was impossible to tell what the expenses of a 
ranch really were, there was such lavish 
expenditure and little account keeping. The 
men only knew at the end of the season 
whether they had made money by the 
amount in bank. Now business principles 
are applied and the expenses are kept within le- 
gitimate bounds, It is possible now to know 
exactly what the cattle cost and what they can 
be sold for. So the business is really on a bet- 
ter footing than ever before. There is not 80 
much waste. 

ST. LOUIS INTERESTS IN CATTLE. 

This view of. the situation ia shared by but 
very few of the St. Louisans who have 
risked their money in the business, They 
are not considering apy new investments and 
are rather secking to get out of old entangle- 
ments.

ILLINOIS BUCKET-SHOP LAW. 


How the Act of the Legislature is Ren- 
dered Valueless. 


CHICAGO, III., July 28.—The act of the Legis- 
lature making bucket-shops illegal, was pro- 
nounced in Judge Horton’s Court, by Attorney 
Sidney Smith, yesterday, to have been ren- 
dered substantially valueless through the ease 
with which a bucket-shop may secure an ex- 
parte injunction restraining the Chicago 
Board of Trade from denying them quotations. 
State Legislator Henry Decker a couple of 


weeks ago procured an ex-parte in- 
junction trom the Cireult Court in the 
case of several shops against the 


Board of Trade and the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, restraining them from 
catting off the complainants’ quotations. 
Jadge Smith went before Judge Horton yester- 
day to have the injunction dissolved. e said 
it was useless for the Legislature to pass acts 
and the Board of Trade to take stepsto clean 
out objectionable dealers in grain if the courts 
were going to practically tie their hands by 
injunctions. Further than this, the issues 
involved in this case were ident cally the same 


as those recently decided in a case 
by Judge Bagby. The rule of the 
Circuit Court was that when one 


judge settled the law, other judges in the same 
court would refuse to change it, else this case 
must be argued before eleven judges. What 
was the use of multiplying the number of 
judges if they were all to try the same ques- 
tion. The Board of Trade was tied up by an 
injunction in a case similar in all respects to a 
case it had won, and it was not allowed un- 
tie itself. Jude Horton finally agreed to let 
the matter lie over until Monday, when Judge 
Tuley will probably take it up.
